How 1o Stine A Hipe.—Almost every
farmer has ocension, at least once a4 year,
to take the hide off either a beef or a mut-
ton, and some farmers take hides off ani-
mals that are nelther mutton nor beef
now and then. In any ense there is a
right way to do this, which is wnril:_
knowing. A hide properly stripped ofl
is nearly square, hutotherwise is far from
that shape. “T'o proceed properly, lay the
carcasson the back, run a sharp knife
from the chin down along the belly in
a straight line to the root of the tail, T'he
knife should have a sharp point, and
should be inserted edge upwards heneath
the skin, when it should be run steadily
along. ‘Then commence at the split of
the hoof on the fore foot, and run the
knife down over the knee in a straight
line to the brisket, where it meets the
main eut. When the other fore leg has
been completed, commence at the heel |
on the hind leg, go down over the cap of
the hock joint, and down the hack of the
buttock to the first split. When the hide
is loose and spraad out, it will be seen
that there are no such irregularitiesin its
contour as if the cut had been made down
the inside of the leg, as is often done.

ADAPTATION OF GRASSES,—AL the late
farmers’ convention in New Hamp=shire,
Prof Gonld read a paper on grasses, He
siid that grasses vary in charaacter,hab-
it and their putritive valne. Some flour-
ish on dry, sandy soils, while they specd-
ily perish on a wet one; others tflourizh
oun wet soll, while they perish on a dry
one. Some will grow on ulkaline, while
others demand a =oll which abound in

Yet it is impossible in
onr present state of knowledgze, to say
what kinds of grassesare in all cuses best
adapted to all our varieties of soll. In
wet meadows, ont of thirty plants, fonr
were found to be useful and twenry-six
of no value. In dry meadows, out of
thirty-cight plants, eight were useful and
thirty useless, In molst meadows, out
of forty-two plants, seventeen were nse-
ful and the rest were of no valne. The
upland thin sofls are the poorest grass
lunds, the poor clays give fifty per eent.,
the rich loams oue hundred and Aty per
cent., the flooded meadows two hundred
and fifty per cent,, and the irrigated
meadows four hundred per cent. more
than the upland thin solls.

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Punpkin Pudding.—Three pounds of o,
pumpkin, (a recipe for the preparation of
which will be found i this colomn) six
onnces of bhutter, six eggs beaten: two
tablespoonfuls of wine, one of brandy,
sugar to tastey adl one tablespoonful of
cinnamon. This is enough for four pud-
dings; line the plates with paste. aud
buke in a hot oveu.

To Fry Beefateak.—Cut thin across the
grain: pound well; heat a skillet with
sufficient butter, lard (or what is better)
melted tallow ; fry uucovered as quickly
as possible without burning, turning sev-
eral times with a knife; when of a light
brown, place it on a dish previously
warmed ; spread a little butter over, and
send to the table immediately.

Ham Toast,~Chop some ham (which
has been previously dressed) very small,
and to a large teaspoonful of it add an
egg well beaten up_ a small bit of butter
and a Jittle crean. Have ready some
neatly ent pieces of bread, about the size
of a dollar piece, buta little thicker, fricd
in good butter; spread the mixture on
these, and serve them on a napkin.

To Preserve Herbs.—All kinds of herbs
should be gathered on a dry day, just be-
fore or while in blossom; tie them in
bundles and sugpend them in a dry, airy
place, with the blozsoms downward.
When pertectly dry, wrap the medicinal
ones in paper, and keep them from the
air; pick off the leaves of those which are
to be used in cooking, pound and eift
them fine, and keep the powder in close-
ly-corked bottles,

Mince Pie Withou tMeat.—Take two
quarts of finely-chopped apples; ent in
small pieces half a pound of butter; one
quart of sweet cider, if you have it, if not,
nse witers; half a pint of brandy, or good
whisky ; one pound of raizins, stemmed
and washed ; one teaspoonful of salt, cin-
namon and nutmeg; sugar to suit the
taste. Let it stand in a stone jar over
nights just before baklng add half a pint
of rich, sweet cream, ‘The abovefgnan-
tity will make seven pies,

Soda Biscuit,—They are not recom-
mended for common use,but for a change,
Made after the following recipe, they ure
considered a positive luxury: Sift a
quart or three pints of flour; add the
usnal guantity of soda, and In addition
one teaspoonful of soda and two of cream
tartar; salt it and stir it thoronglily ; mix
in thoroughly a scant tablespoonful of
hutter or Iard ; mix as lightly as possible
with sufficient sour milk to form a soft
dough ; do not knead ; roll to halfan inch
in thickness, ent, and bake in a very quick
oven.

Tae Fmsr Svspay Scnoon,—The fol-

How to Wash Celery.—A correspond-
entof Hearth and Home says: Every one
knows how troublesome it is to wash cel-
ery really elean. Some persons use a
varnish-brush or a nail-brnsh specially
derniled for the work, bnt here is a bet-
ter thing. Buy a toy sernbbing-brush,
four or five inches long, such.as is now
sold for ten cents in almost every toy-
store—the eurved kind is the best—and
see how capitally the long, well-sepa-
rated little bunches of bristles or hairs
will do the business. A nail-brush iz not
half 5o Fnod an implement for the por-
pose. 1t is smaller than the little serub-
hing brush, and irs bristles are entirely
too vlese together. The paint or varnish
brush is too softr.

Cement.—A good cement of great te-
nacity, and possessing the qualities of
being coloriess and transparent, and ea-
mble of fastening wood, paper, porce-
ain, glass, mnrble, alabaster, and stone,
when not exposed vither to moisture ora
high degree of heat, is prepared by mix-
ing together two parts of nitrate of lime,
twenty-five of water, and twenty of pow-
dered gum arabie, and rubbing them well
together In a mortar.
